The declaration 
was, of course, received by the meeting with great satisfac- 
tion. Maulvi Abdul Jalil moved a resolution to the effect 
that if a Municipal Commissioner should vote for the sec- 
tion, his vote should be considered a personal one. The 
motion was passed by general acclamation.

have passed the Middle Class examination are eligible for 


admission to Government service require to bealtered. Such 
boys possess only a smattering of English and vernacular 
and are by no means fit to do even ordinary office work. 
The Entrance examination certificate should be made a 
sine qua non, and the Middle Class examination, which acts 
as an im pediment to the progress of higher education, abo- 
lished ; (3) Urdu being the mother-tongue of the people 
in these provinces, it should be made one of the second 
languages for the Entrance examination. Moreover, an 
Urdu Entrance examination should also be held by the 
University, the candidates for that examination being 
required to take Persian as a second language, and to learn 
all other subjects in Urdu instead of in English; (4) the 
courses of study are unnecessarily changed every year, 
simply for the benefit of professors and teachers who pub- 
lish new books, and the publishers are allowed to charge 
high prices for their books. The courses should be fixed 
with great care and should not be subject to unnecessary 
changes. A text-book committee should be appointed, 
which should examine every book and fix its price before 
it is introduced. The prohibition of the use of commen- 
taries on text-books is an ill-advised measure, as many 
teachers cannot. teach books properly without the aid of 
commentaries; but of course only those. commentaries 
which are Hope by the committee should be used.
